niso  referresd o the assertion made often,
and  with apparent  reason, that the habit of
rapid  and  extensive rewding  bred by the

vast expansge of lireratare has lessepned the power
Gf memory and the capacity for skilied narration,
but malntained that the capacity for sastainod con-
centrated thought was not dlininished, [t had even
been asserted, he sald, that the cheapness and fag-
cllity of printing had deterioraved the guality of lite-
rature pod philosophy, but, comparing the Lest now
witih the best formerly, this does pot secin to be the
Case,

The great excellence of the anclents in historical
narration 18 madoly attributable to thelr ls'euing
and tedking wore and  digesting better befure
wiriting : while the prolix and confused uarrative of
the moderns may be attributed to thelr hatit of
Inumense and irregular reading, and the boundiess
materials woich printivg has sccumulated. An age
of mechanical {nvention and materinl application
uaturally would not prodace poetry and oratory to
be compared with that of more pastoral, lmagina-
iive, and heroic periods. In jurisprudence, aside
from the e of the publicist and thatof constity-
tongl law—hoth modern growths—the advocates
and judges of lasting fame may now be coanted
upon the togers, and cannot compare with the
splendid array of Roman lurisconsults when print-
ing was unkpown, The babit of reading news.
puapers ls among the wost prominent features aad,
perhaps, the nost potent element In modera elviii-
zation, Minds ol the highest culture derive no
benetit from and seldom occupy thamselves with
newspaper reading, but vast muoltitodes read
gich mutter who never read anvthing else, and fall-
ing that, would rend nothiog, The mass take their
opinlons from newspapers  And the “medioority’
and abgence of exnlited genlaa deplored by AL are
nor owing so much o the dEappearauee of genius
itsell, ga it 15 to the elevation of the madses to o
gher average level and capaoity.

are inberent In the system or whether the improve-
ment Indicated may be possible; whoe'her, i the
pross be the greatest power on esrth, our interess,
our right, sed our daty to understand 1t, be not so
much the greater; and whether the political nows-
paper press, the natural enemy of all falselioods and
wrongs of the past, 18 destined to develop in the
mags of the people purer motives, higher alms, and
clearer, more nccurate, more lotelligent, and more
dispasgionate thinking.

The second essay by Hamilton A, Itill, Eaq., of
Boston,on the subject of *“T'ae Relations of hu:«liw i
Men of the United States to the National Legisla-
tion" was presented, Thie was to have been read
first, but the reading was deferred on account of the
absence of Mr, Hill, As he falled to_appear atl all,
the essay was read at this point by Presldent Ellot
The following I8 & full abatract :—

For the purposes of the present disousilon the
people of the Umted States may be divided nto foar
clpsses, the professional, the agricaltural, the me.
chanleal, and the commercial, We have no none-
industrial class among us—we are all workera,
elther of necessity or by cholce, and alinost avery
man may be appropriately assigned 1o oune or an-
other of the groups mentioned, In the professional
class we should include all those who study, prac-
tive, or teach in the departments of divinity, modis
cipe or law, or in the arts amd wselenoes,
also all other Urerary men and educators, atd all who
pelong to the army or navy ; intheagricaliure obiahs,
those who devote themseives to the caltivaiion ol
tte 8oil: in the mechanical clasd, a'l artlsans and
artificers ; and (o the commercinl clads, all wid ars
engaged in the manufactare, wranaportation or (4.
tribntion of commeodities, or In the regulation nad
coutrol of money and credit, which lie at the foan-
dation of all commercial exclinnge, 1018 to [ho la it
of these that we propose to Invite attention 1o this
paper, and an inguiry will be ratsed as to the rela-
lions which the mercantile class sustaln 1o the com.
mupity 68 8 whole, the extent of the ol datics
under which it rests, on na<donst leisiation, wnd v
degree to which it onght to participate, first n 1o
own interest, it secondly wnd espedlally la e jn-
terest of the nation, ln framing th glaintion,

Let us Inquire more particalarly copcarning the
commercinl ¢lags s we hoave designatod it 16 am-
braces all mpnufpotirers, miners, Imooriers, wiio-
gale aud retall Jdealers, ship owners, mansgera of
trunsportation lines hy lann or by water, radroad
proprietors and officials, capitalisis, bankers and
nrokers, and all emp oyed by them. Ity tmporpines
numerieally should not be overlapked, The praseat
popristion of the [pited States 8 ahonl forky
miions of souls; it 18 estimated that of tils
number  thiriy-three per  cent, or uUpwards
of  thirteen  milllons, are I raecelpt of
an income, and eleven nilittons
add directly by their Jabor to the wenlth of the
coantry, These eleven miliions may bs sab ividod
with approximate gecaracy as foliows:—Ageicul-
turists, six and a half miltjons; imeéchaates, one uil-
llon ; laborers, one milion aot o hall, aud the cain-
mercial class, a3 alveady defined, two millons or
eljghtesn per cent. of the whole, Dt this statemaout

The industry of the eachanie amd labonr-
ing cingscs relies largely, I not matnly, o our e
chants, wanufacturers, and capiialises, whlle e
entive product ol our pational agricunltore, yalued at
more ihan three billions of aollars, enters the
domaln of commerce slmost bmmadiatoly witer (s
in gathering, and 15 altogetiner dependent on the
commercial alass for the money which enanies [t to
be brought to the home market or sluppe 1 abrond, no
Jess than for the versels or rallways by walch 18 18
conveyed, or for the slevators or warchouses jo
which It is stored. In a wool, the totsl produat of
the industry of the people of the Unlted States, esti.
mated for last year at six bliltons, eighs haadeed aod
tweaty-lve milllons ol doliars, docs 0o mores than
measiure the scopg amd extent of the induenca ox-
erted by business men, ln one wigy or anothor, i
rectly or remotely, Boouer or later, on tae uraterial
prosperity and development of the nation,

We need hardly gtop to explain liow closely de-
pendent these cowmercial and other related inse-
rests are upon the nationn! leglstation for their we
fare and security. Who ¢an estimate the extent to
which our Jdomestic exchanges are nnoe
the action of Copgress in reference oo the enrrepey?
The exchangeable value of the billlons of one gandal
products may b detormined o one direction or tho
other by the adoption of some peculinr poiiey.  The
consequences of a serlous ercor in tinance at Wash-
ington will i the process of time b2 lell (o every
bank, every warshouse and every village store, and
on every farm (o the Unlted States; anld this baing
80, how mwany of our popalation will escape from
them?

Front this time forward it will he fncombont npon
Congresa to devote I8 time and thought chistly to
material quedtions. Free from forelgn complica-
tiops and [rom iterngl dissensions, we may now
diligently 8et ourselves to the development of the
nationnl resoarcoes, gl the ?ru:wum duty of Con-
gress scems now to lle in that direction. What,
then, {9 the adaptation of COngress a8 How O0nsti-
tuted for mecting such a responsibility? Whan the
Federal Constitution was adopted, It was antiol-
pated that the representative body woald be ¢ome-

poged  of “landbolders, merchants, and men
of (he learned professlons,” It was  unt
ihen foresecn that one of the learned

pr fessions would attain g0 large a preponderances
pe it hes done, Sixty-one per cent of the membars
of both houses of Congress are memboers of the
hiar, while ¢nly twelve and & hall per cent arc con-
nected with trade, trangportation, or inunce. Al
yet it would be a Hberal estimate of the number of
IAWyers in the country to place it at forty thousand,
or onc-tenth of one per eent, of the population.  We
have no disposition to question the pecuallar (taoss
of able and experienced practitionoers at the bae, |
view of the special training received by them during
praparation for and in the proctiee of (helr nrofes.
glou for participetion in legislative daties; bhot how-
ever well gualitied to deal with general principies
they must often lnck that practical knowlesge of
aftuirs which 18 essentiel to the right and oppar
tune application of prineiples, and to the working
out of detadls in commercinl legisiation,

Thuey are obliged, therefora, to rely upon others
for much of the information which thay regaire, ayvd
If they have tygo Tor this beyond thelr owa body,
they obtain thelr knowledge under many disudvan-
tnges. There I8 another aspect in which 1o regand
Congress, namely, the extent to which it 18 constle
tuted of parly politicians, It wonld bhe Leottar for
Congress to he giled with lawvers, men of liigh per-
sonal character aud of vepute in thelr profession,
more thonghtfal of thelr conntry than of them-
selves or thelr party, than with buosiness mea
closel not kY sach, but to promate oarly nteredts
und party supremacy. 10 18 greatly to he fearsd that
the ehtef Tesson wiiy there I8 fo muach dimioulty (n
sucnring wise legislation in behalf of tntarests vital
to the couutry, is heecsuse j: does Dot appear Lo be
demanded by party considerations. These Intere s,
lmportant as they are, SUggest no pepular watohe.
words or party cries, aud they are 1400 aside oy har-
ried over for subjects out of which mere politieal
capiial may be made, and upon which wore exciting
narangues may be deliverad, ifow then
shall Congroess be  brought to  spmpathize
with and act vpon the wishes of the commercial
claga? Ouar merchants cannot explain all thelr
views by « urr(!rirl.)lilfu:u'i'. and if they visit Wash-
ington they find themselves (n corridors crowded
with oftice-8eekers and with professed lobbyiats, or

| they gain gamission Lo eommiltee rooms orly to dnd
| the members preoccupled and pressed for time.

Our subject sugeests the remody for this. 1t teaches

| us that we must send & lurger number of thoroughly

trafned first-class business men to Congress, and
especially to the lower brandh, than we have been
inthe bhabit of do'ng., ¥Far ovetter to lntroduce the
practical knowledge amd experience of such man
into the body (tsell, than to attempt to infase into it
any Information I»gclueaus of written communica-
tions or hearings belore committees. There ought
80 be not less than one hundred bosiness men in
the Hounse of Representativea to-day; all the large
::11|uee should, in part at least, be represented by
them,

Bince the passage of the Eaglish Reform Bill in
1542 the House of Usimmons hes n the goveralog
power lo Gireat Britain, and the governing power in
the Heuse of Commens is 8 body of practical men,
bankers, merchants, and maunfavturerds, who sic for
the large citice and lowns, and who, differing more
or less on porely political marters, are subatantially
sgreed on the general commercial poliey of the na-
tiop. Of the controlling infuence which the com-
mercial classes wield in Eogland we see practioal
results in the perfection which has been reachod in

the adwuistration of the FPost Odloe,
the occopancy of every Ocesan o the
two hewispheres with  steamship lines, the

cmulcue‘ of the railway service, the extension of
telegraphic faciiliies, sud other advantagos of home
sna forelgn trade. All these things aod others
which might ve pamed have growu out of the re-
form in representation. We have s coadition of
afairs aong ourselves somewhat analogoas to that

existing in Great Britatn before the passage of the
Reform bill, nok indeed In our Qonstitation, bat in
ourselves, It Is not our laws which we need to
awend, bt our method of procedars under them.
Three lpquiries present themssives suggesting
dimonities, nud o replying to them we shall en-
deavor to develop the course which in our jodg-
ment should be taken 10 reform our Congressional
representation i —
irst, How can we secure the alection of a proper
nussber of commercial men of the right kiad? This ks
n matter in reference to which the business-men of
thege copstituencles most bestir themselves, and
with thom rests the responsibiiity of tuking the firat
steps in the direction of reform. T'nat they have the
power to carry the polnt thera can ba ilitis doubt, i
they use proper meauns. The commerolal olnss, a8
we have gern, s elghteen per cent.of the total of real
producers in the latd, and 1t 18 of ¢airge tha
slrongest proportionately in the commuauitivd n
which it I8 proposed that their tnduence for reform
Ehali be put torth, It nlso holda the prarse-strings

which have to be antisd abl the commencomaat of
every politioal CRmpaiEn ; newrly a#'l the

Secondly. How can we obtaln the consent of the
men whom we wish to nomlionte and elect? Sach
men generally would hesitate to go to Congress;
golug there wonld luvolve gome pecaniary sacrifice,
Still we think that, under certaln ¢ircumstancos,
enongh of fnch men cowid be Indaced to forago por-
gonal conslderations at the soltcliation of thoelr
bruther merchants, sapported by thelr fellow.ecitl-
sens gendcrally, to represent the more (mportant
vonstitnencles, Bul o persuade soch men Lo stund
We HIURt asgure them that they ar« going to an a4.
gvinbly made up not wholly of lawyers or wholly of
politicinns, bhat of all classea of onr citizsos in Mr
proportion, and of inen who will bo able to appreciate
thelr motives and gympathize with them in thor
aima. We mukt also relleve them from the annung-
nuces of patrobpage, aud give them nssurance thad it
18 legislutive aid not party work to which they are
expected to devore themselves,

Thirdly. How can we gonard against the use of
their position by business men to promote their per-
sonal gain? The same guestion might be ralsed
whenover we make a aan o bank presiicut or place
him wt the head of a large raliway eorporation.
There & always danger in any such appointnent;
and how do we guard against (17 By electing to
such trusts men who value i
thelr high standlog on 'Uhange as worth more Lhoan
